Landlord & Tenants 


Sir,—An article from your 
editor recently was very fairly 
presented and augurs well for 
considerme treatment of both 
sides. It was indeed a pleasure 
to read that Icader. 

One thing, however, must be 
taken into cognisance and that 
{s, when Hongkong was reoc- 
cupied «here were tens of 
thousands of houses which were 
In deplorable condition. With 
caved-in roofs, no doors, no 
windows,. drainage and water 
pipes looted, no flush bowls, no 
bath basins, no electric or gas 
Imstaldations and wome drouscs 
were. merely floors and walls. 

This article of mine has re- 
ference fo stich great number 
lof houses* which required re- 
construction but which landlords 
were reluctant to spend money 
on and had rented fo tenants 
without key moncy but con- 
ditional that Improvements were 
to be made by the tenants. 

As you know, many people 
returned after four years of war 
as paupirs and to obtain such 
premises they had to get a job 
at white collar rates and then 
fo obtain loans from friends In 
order to reconstruct the houses. 

Suppose a man had to spend 
ten thousand dollars for re- 
constructing ‘his roof, and put In 
all the ncocssary installations as 
bathroom fixtures. cic. doors 


\windows ctc and were he to 


borrow $10,000—without 
collateral the interest 
ranges from 3% to 10% per 
month (no, not per annum, Sir!) 
On $10,000. that would mean 
Intarest rate of $300 to $1,000 per 
month besides his rent. 

With getting harder 
and harder, it is Ieft for Govern- 
ment to conjecture—the Ns 
collar men in business ore’ not 
civil seryants,. and in paying 
thelr rents and. paying interest 
on their loans for reconstruct- 
ing premises, they hardly have 
spar& money to repay or partly 
offset such loans.
